His Honour then read the following Speech from the Throne: 


SPEECH FROM THE THRONE 


MR. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


It is with pleasure that I welcome you to the Fourth Session 
of the Seventh Legislature of the Province of Alberta. 


During the past year we were again honoured by the presence 
of Their Excellencies the Earl and Countess of Bessborough, who 
returned last August to make a tour of the Peace River District 
which they were prevented from seeing on the occasion of their 
official visit of the year before. 


Since you were last assembled the Province has suffered a 
severe loss by the death of Mr. George Webster, one of the rep- 
resentatives of the City of Calgary. As a pioneer he contributed 
largely to the early development of the Province while as a public 
man his zeal and devotion in the discharge of his many public 
duties won for him the esteem of all our people. 


The year we have now entered may prove a notable one, both 
as indicating the probable success of the vast experiments now 
being made throughout the world to accelerate economic read- 
justment and as establishing definitely the trend towards recov- 
ery. A broad unprejudiced survey of world conditions seems to 
reveal a renewal of confidence among the people, a general 
strengthening of commodity prices and an improvement in volume 
of business. In this Province the agricultural outlook has im- 
proved to the extent that prices of farm commodities, both field 
erop products and live stock, have improved. But as this Province > 
in common with the other Prairie Provinces is primarily depend- 
ent upon agricultural production, it has not as yet felt the same 
general upward trend in business that seems to have begun in 
other parts of Canada and the United States, while crop failures 
in certain areas have added to the perplexing problems of the 
preceding year. It will be your task to consider what further 
steps should be taken by my Government to meet these problems 
and what action may be taken, within the legislative jurisdiction 
of the Province to assist and expedite national recovery. 


The Debt Adjustment Act passed at the last Session has been 
administered during the year with general satisfaction, both to 
debtors and creditors, by the Board appointed by my Government. 
You will be invited to review the operation of the Act and to 
consider amendments designed to meet present conditions more 
fully. Thus far the low prices of farm products have prevented 
debtors from substantially reducing their obligations but believing 
that higher prices may make adjustment of debts more feasible 
my Government is again recommending to the Government of 
Canada certain amendments to The Bankruptcy Act which will 
greatly facilitate the efforts of the Board in adjusting debts. 
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I regret to note that as yet there has been no appreciable 
decrease in unemployment in the Province. Municipalities have 
been assisted during the year in carrying on a policy of direct 
relief to needy families. Pursuant to an agreement made with 
the Government of Canada camps have been established by the 
Department of National Defence which have absorbed a large 
number of single homeless men and have thereby reduced the 
numbers of single men receiving direct relief in the larger cities. 
My Government has reconvened the Advisory Committee on Un- 
employment Relief to review the administration of direct relief 
both to families and to single men and the report of the Com- 
mittee will be placed before you during the Session. At the recent 
Dominion-Provincial Conference my Government advocated a 
general policy of relief works and it is gratifying to note that 
the Government of Canada has since announced that provision 
for such a scheme will be made at the present Session of the Par- 
lament of Canada. 


Since you were last assembled my Government has appointed 
a Committee to make a survey of the sources and incidence of 
taxation in this Province. This important work is proceeding as 
rapidly as possible and when completed will be a valuable analy- 
sis of the existing forms of taxation. The Tax Consolidation Act 
passed at the last Session has greatly assisted in meeting the 
problem of payment of arrears of taxes. Toward the end of the 
year conditions developed that made it almost impossible for 
farmers to market sufficient of their products to enable them to 
complete their tax consolidation agreements by the date specified 
in the Act. An extension of time for making payment has there- 
fore been granted. You will be asked to ratify this extension and 
to determine what amendments to this legislation should be made. 


In view of the imminent revision of The Bank Act during 
the present Session of the Parliament of Canada, you will be in- 
vited to consider what recommendations should be made on behalf 
of this Province with respect to banking and finance and with 
respect to rates of interest. At the recent Dominion-Provincial 
Conference my Government recommended that provision should 
be made by the Government of Canada for a scheme of Short 
and Intermediate credits to meet more adequately the require- 
ments of agriculture and agreed to subscribe a portion of the 
capital requirements. You will be asked to give your approval 
to this recommendation. 


My Government also recommended at this Conference the 
establishment of a National Marketing Board in order to stabilize 
and improve the prices of live stock and dairy products. 


The problem of milk distribution in the larger centres of 
population has engaged the attention of the Board of Public 
Utility Commissioners under the authority conferred upon the 
Board at the last Session of the Legislature. While the Board 
has not fully completed its investigation its efforts have been 
well received by both distributor and producer organizations. 
A higher return is being received for this commodity by the 
producers while the price to consumers remains at a reasonable 
level. My Government will propose that the principle of this 
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legislation be extended to other products and to the distribution 
of other commodities in order that unfair competition may be 
avoided, that prices to producers may be stabilized, that fair 
wages may be paid and the price to the consumer may be main- 
tained at a just and equitable level. 


The difficulties faced by school boards in keeping their schools 
in operation have, in this Province, never been greater. Yet with 
the co-operation of teachers and Municipal authorities and with 
the help of the government grants, and to a limited extent of 
government guarantees, the average period of operation fell short 
only two and a half days of the record of the previous year. The 
salaries of teachers though considerably lower than in normal 
times, especially in rural districts, have through the splendid 
efforts of our people remained much higher than in some of our 
sister Provinces and should soon show a tendency to rise. 


It is pleasing to report that notwithstanding the necessity 
for rigid economy due to falling revenues, health services have 
been maintained at a high level of efficiency. Health conditions 
have continued to be satisfactory throughout the Province and 
there has been no outbreak of any major communicable disease 
during the year. The Committee appointed to continue the enquiry 
into State Medicine will soon submit its report and this will be 
made available for your study. 


On account of the high interest rates prevailing, my Govern- 
ment, in common with other Provincial Governments, has been 
unable during the past year to embark upon extensive public 
works involving capital expenditure. Every effort has been made, 
however, to maintain our provincial highway system so as to 
preserve the investment already made, and my Government is 
hopeful that as part of an unemployment relief programme con- 
struction work on certain projected highways may be undertaken 
this year. 


A number of measures will be brought before you dealing 
with matters of general importance including revisions of The 
Town, Village, Solemnization of Marriage and Succession Duties 
Acts; An Act to provide for the Orderly Payment of Debts, as 
well as measures amending certain Statutes. The Annual Reports 
of the various Departments of the Government will also be sub- 
mitted to the House in due course. 


The Public Accounts of the last fiscal year and the Estimates 
for the coming year will be submitted for your consideration. 
These estimates will reflect the continuance of the policy of my 
Ministers to exercise every economy compatible with the proper 
administration of the Province until more favourable economic 
conditions shall have materially augmented the current Provincial 
revenues. 


The period of reconstruction upon which we have now entered 
presents serious problems the solution of which involves new con- 
ceptions of human rights and social justice. The meeting of 
these problems fearlessly and without sectional prejudice offers 
a challenge to Canadian democracy and I am confident democracy 
will not fail. 
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I leave you now to the business of the Session and I pray that 
Divine Providence will enlighten you and bless your labours.

enable those out of work to give to the taxpayer a dollars’ worth 
of work for each dollar expended; has failed to see that ade- 
quate relief was given in the especially needy cases; has neg- 
lected to deal adequately or at all with the Returned Soldier 
problem; has failed to reasonably assist the Debtors and Credi- 
tors in the adjustment and settlement of their respective claims; 
has increased the already heavy burden of taxation; has neg- 
lected the Provincial Telephone system with the result that it is 
in a most chaotic condition which will result in a loss probably 
exceeding $15,000,000; has permitted tremendous waste in Pub- 
lic Works construction; has incurred a public debt out of all 
proportion to the number of people in the Province who must 
bear the burden, and out of proportion to the benefits which the 
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Province has received; has improperly interfered with the 
Administration of J ustice: has by unnecessarily restrictive regu- 
lations affecting Homesteads, Lumbering, Fishing, Mining and 
Production of Oil and Gas retarded these industries and the 
development of our Natural Resources has been thereby ham- 
pered; has brought Education to a condition where discord and 
discontent as between the teachers and the trustees are the rule 
instead of the exception; and has disregarded its repeated as- 
surances given to members of this Assembly that it would re- 
organize the Departments of Your Government; and the result is 
that Your Advisors have lost the confidence of the Members of 
this Assembly and the Electors of the Province and should there- 
fore resign.”

of taxation; has neglected the Provincial Telephone system with 
the result that it is in a most chaotic condition which will result 
in a loss probably exceeding $15,000,000; has permitted tremen- 
dous waste in Public Works construction; has incurred a public 
debt out of all proportion to the number of people in the Province 
who must bear the burden, and out of proportion to the benefits 
which the Province has received; has improperly interfered with 
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the Administration of Justice; has by unnecessarily restrictive 
regulations affecting Homesteads, Lumbering, Fishing, Mining 
and production of Oil and Gas retarded these industries and 
the development of our Natural Resources has been thereby 
hampered; has brought Education to a condition where discord 
and discontent as between the teachers and the trustees are the 
rule instead of the exception; and has disregarded its repeated 
assurances given to Members of this Assembly that it would 
reorganize the Departments of Your Government, and the result 
is that Your Advisors have lost the confidence of the Members 
of this Assembly and the Electors of the Province and should 
therefore resign.”

Moved by Mr. Howson, seconded by Mr. Montgomery: 

Whereas the people of Alberta are heavily burdened by inter- 
est-bearing debts; and 

Whereas this burden must in the first instance be decreased 
by a reduction in interest charges; and 

Whereas no organized plan has been effected to bring this 
about; therefore be it 


Resolved, That in the opinion of this Assembly the Govern- 
ment should forthwith publicly request all creditors to reduce 
their interest rates for a period of two years to a rate not exceed- 
ing four per cent per annum on all existing debts whether the 
same are secured by contract or unsecured.

It being 6 o’clock Mr. Speaker left the chair.

The Turner Valley Gas Conservation Act was declared 
not to be ultra-vires, though it was declared not to apply 
to certain leases issued under the Dominion regulations 
or 1 910- andy 1911. 

The Succession Duty Act recently declared ultra-vires 
by the Privy Council was enacted by the Liberal Govern- 
ment in 1914.

Mr. Howson moved as an amendment, seconded by Mr. 
Dechene: 


That all words in the Motion after the word ‘that’ where it 
first appears in the first line therein, be struck out and the fol- 
lowing substituted therefor: 

“Whereas the Government in 1930 estimated for a surplus of 
$73,741, including the Telephone Estimates, while the actual 
result was a deficit of $2,450,751.56; and 

“Whereas the Government in 1931 estimated for a deficit of 
$376,841.61, including the Telephone Estimates, which proved to 
be so extraordinarily erroneous that including the Telephone loss 
the deficit turned out to be $5,768,332.38; and 

“Whereas the Government in 1932 estimated for a surplus of 
$149,200 on Income Account, only which proved to be a glaring 
miscalculation because the Public Accounts for that fiscal year 
show a deficit of $2,107,521.03; and 

“Whereas the Government in 1933 estimated for a surplus of 
$9,700, which is again proving a careless and inefficient manner 
of ordinarily recognized proper Government budgeting because 
the Auditor’s Report for the first nine months of the fiscal year 
1933-34 shows a deficit of $1,994,998.03; and 

“Whereas the Estimates presented to the Legislature by this 
Government in the sessions of 1930, 1931, 1932 and 1933 provided 
for a total deficit of only $144,200.61, and the fact is that they 
have proven so erroneous that up to December 31st, 1933, the 
Public Accounts show a total deficit of $12,321,603.00; and 

“Whereas the cost of unemployment relief has been paid by 
borrowed money and is therefore not responsible for these deficits 
on Income Account; and 
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“Whereas these glaring miscalculations in budgeting have 
resulted in the Government having to resort to financing by 
Special Warrants, unauthorized and unprovided for in this loose 
form of budgeting; and 

“Whereas the Government has by Special Warrants author- 
ized itself to spend and has spent before obtaining the consent 
of the Legislature to such expenditures for the years 1930, 1931, 
1932, 1933 and up to February 10th, 1934, the sum of $12,996,- 
205.24; and 

“Whereas this pernicious method of financing by Special 
Warrants was resorted to, in some years, within a few days of 
the passing of the Estimates; and 

“Whereas we have no assurance whatsoever that the present 
Budget will not prove just as greatly erroneous as in the past 
four years; and 

“Whereas the Estimates for the next fiscal year do not provide 
for the radical reduction of the salaries of highly paid officials 
of the Government to the level of the present cost of living while 
the reduction of the small salaried Civil Servant is still continued ; 
and 

“Whereas the present Estimates for the first time in the 
history of this Government do not show the actual amounts spent 
during the previous fiscal year, and it is therefore impossible for 
any member to compare the future estimated expenditure with 
the immediate actual past expenditure and therefore impossible 
to determine whether the estimate of any item is or is not 
justified ; 

“Therefore be it Resolved, That this Assembly advises that it 
has lost confidence in this Government’s ability to budget and to 
administer the supplies to be granted to His Majesty for the 
conduct of the affairs of this Province.”

Whereas the market for agricultural products is being ser- 
iously restricted in those countries, formerly our best customers 
for these products, by their actions in encouraging the produc- 
tion of agricultural products of all kinds by increased tariffs, 
quotas, marketing boards and other import restrictions; and 

Whereas if these policies continue, the agricultural production 
of Alberta will have to be seriously curtailed with consequent 
hardship and suffering to our rural and urban citizens; and 

Whereas sufficient encouragement and leadership has not been 
provided to encourage the industrial development of this prov- 
ince; and 

Whereas it is the duty of this Government to make definite 
plans to provide work for these now, and in the future, unem- 
ployed; therefore be it 
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Resolved, That this Government: 

(a) Appoint a Department of Industries and Labour; 

(b) That an economic survey of this Province be made to 
determine where and how the natural resources can be 
developed and industry encouraged ; 


(c) That a campaign under the direct control and supervision 
of the Government be inaugurated to encourage the use 
of Alberta-made products; 

(d) That the advantages of this Province industrially be 
brought to the attention of those who might locate indus- 
tries in Alberta.

“Whereas the Government in 1932 estimated for a surplus of 
$149,200 on Income Account, only which proved to be a glaring 
miscalculation because the Public Accounts for that fiscal year 
show a deficit of $2,107,521.03; and 

“Whereas the Government in 1933 estimated for a surplus of 
$9,700, which is again proving a careless and inefficient manner 
of ordinarily recognized proper Government budgeting because 
the Auditor’s Report for the first nine months of the fiscal year 
1933-34 shows a deficit of $1,994,998.03; and 

“Whereas the Estimates presented to the Legislature by this 
Government in the sessions of 1930, 1931, 1932 and 1933 provided 
for a total deficit of only $144,200.61, and the fact is that they 
have proven so erroneous that up to December 31st, 1933, the 
Public Accounts show a total deficit of $12,321,603.00; and 

“Whereas the cost of unemployment relief has been paid by 
borrowed money and is therefore not responsible for these deficits 
on Income Account; and 

“Whereas these glaring miscalculations in budgeting have 
resulted in the Government having to resort to financing by 
Special Warrants, unauthorized and unprovided for in this loose 
form of budgeting; and 

“Whereas the Government has by Special Warrants author- 
ized itself to spend and has spent before obtaining the consent 
of the Legislature to such expenditures for the years 1930, 1931, 
1932, 1933 and up to February 10th, 1934, the sum of $12,996,- 
205.24; and 

“Whereas this pernicious method of financing by Special 
Warrants was resorted to, in some years, within a few days of 
the passing of the Estimates; and 

“Whereas we have no assurance whatsoever that the present 
Budget will not prove just as greatly erroneous as in the past 
four years; and 

“Whereas the Estimates for the next fiscal year do not provide 
for the radical reduction of the salaries of highly paid officials 
of the Government to the level of the present cost of living while 
the reduction of the small salaried Civil Servant is still continued ; 
and 

“Whereas the present Estimates for the first time in the 
history of this Government do not show the actual amounts spent 
during the previous fiscal year, and it is therefore impossible for 
any member to compare the future estimated expenditure with 
the immediate actual past expenditure and therefore impossible 
to determine whether the estimate of any item is or is not 
justified ; 

“Therefore be it Resolved, That this Assembly advises that it 
has lost confidence in this Government’s ability to budget and to 
administer the supplies to be granted to His Majesty for the 
conduct of the affairs of this Province.”

and from many other parts in the Province, where the need of 


highways, district highways and market roads has not been met; 
and 


Whereas a large percentage of the people of the Province are 
of the opinion that unemployment is a National issue and a Na- 
tional obligation, rather than Provincial or Municipal; therefore

Resolved, That this Legislature, in giving its approval to the 
suggested plan of construction of public buildings in the Cities 
and Towns of the Province earnestly and urgently recommend 
that a comprehensive policy of road and bridge construction be 
also instituted to relieve unemployment in the rural areas of 
Alberta, and to provide badly needed road facilities and improve- 
ments which, owing to the stoppage of all work of this nature by 


the Provincial Department of Public Works, are becoming im- 
perative.

The Standing Committee on Agriculture, Colonization, Immi- 
gration and Education begs to present the following Resolution. 


Your Committee has heard all the evidence submitted by 
farmer, grain trade and board of grain commissioners re mois- 
ture content of grain and beg leave to report as follows: 


First: All grain is bought and sold and ‘graded under the 
Canada Grain Act, over which this Legislature has no jurisdic- 
tion. 


Second: That it would be highly desirable to have in the hands 
of the grain trade, facilities to accurately test grain for moisture 
and we urge that the Board of Grain Commissioners further 
eed efforts in having developed and made available such equip- 
ment. 


Third: That we suggest to the Board of Grain Commissioners 
that the question of an intermediate grade in tough wheat be

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Whereas construction of highways in many parts of the Prov- 
ince is urgently needed and being pressed on this Government, 
as evidenced by the representations of the Associations of Boards 
of Trade and Chambers of Commerce of North-eastern Alberta, 
and from many other parts in the Province, where the need of 
highways, district highways and market roads has not been met; 
and 


Whereas a large percentage of the people of the Province are 
of the opinion that unemployment is a National issue and a Na- 
tional obligation, rather than Provincial or Municipal; therefore 
be it 


Resolved, That this Legislature, in giving its approval to the 
suggested plan of construction of public buildings in the Cities 
and Towns of the Province, earnestly and urgently recommend 
that a comprehensive policy of road and bridge construction be 
also instituted to relieve unemployment in the rural areas of 
Alberta, and to provide badly needed road facilities and improve- 
ments which, owing to the stoppage of all work of this nature by 
the Provincial Department of Public Works are becoming 
imperative. 


The motion was by unanimous leave of the Assembly with- 
drawn, and a new motion substituted.

The Committee has fully considered Bill No. 16, An Act to 
amend the Domestic Relations Act, 1927, and begs to report the 
Bill with amendments. 


Ordered, That the report be received and concurred in. 
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Mr. Claypool from the Standing Committee on Agriculture, 
Colonization, Immigration and Education presented the following 
report: 


The Standing Committee on Agriculture, Colonization, Immi- 

gration and Education begs to report as follows: 

1. That having considered “The Crop Payment Act” beg to 

recommend that the Act be continued for at least another year. 

2. That having considered ‘‘The Debt Adjustment Act” beg 

to recommend: 

(a) That the period during which ‘‘The Debt Adjustment 
Act”? has been in force should not be included in the 
period of Limitation applicable to claims affected by this 
Act. 

(b) That the taking of Chattel Mortgages to secure a past- 
due indebtedness be prohibited except in cases where the 
consent of the Debt Adjustment Board has first been 
obtained. 

(c) That the Act be amended so that the protection given by 
Section 7 and 14 be made applicable to all debtors as well 
as to those who have had a Certificate granted on their 
behalf. 


It is the opinion of the Committee that in the administration 
of “The Debt Adjustment Act” the Board give every considera- 
tion to the position of farmers who find themselves heavily in- 
volved because of past indebtedness and having regard to the 
apparent trend toward improved conditions, the Board should 
exhaust every effort to effect compromises with the creditors of 
any debtors, whether secured or insecured, before permitting 
action which would result in the loss of the debtor’s property. 


The Committee are further of the opinion that the Bankruptcy 
Law of Canada should be amended so as to provide the machinery 
for effective adjustments of debt as between debtors and creditors. 


Ordered, That the report be received and concurred in.

The Standing Committee on Agriculture, Colonization, Immi- 
gration and Education begs»to report as follows: 


The Committee have considered the two following resolutions 
and recommend they be concurred in and forwarded to the Fed- 
eral Government: 


Whereas the control of credit is the most important factor in 
the stabilization of commodity prices and it is therefore essential 
to the National welfare that the control of credit should be in 
public rather than in private hands; and 
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Whereas it is in the National interest to create an agency 
whereby Provincial and Municipal long term finance may be pro- 
vided at low cost; therefore be it 


Resolved, That we recommend the Federal Government: 


1. That the capital stock of the Central Bank be retained in 
the ownership of the Federal Government. 


2. That power be given the Central Bank to act as the fiscal 
agent of the Provincial Governments and Municipalities 
through the establishment of a branch or branches in each 
Province. 


3. That provision should be made for financing the short and 
long term requirements of the Provincial Government and 
the Municipalities. 


4. That the Central Bank be charged with the primary duty 
of managing and controlling currency and credit, so as to 
further the maintenance of the general level of prices, 
production and employment in Canada at a reasonable and 
stable level. 


SECOND RESOLUTION 


Whereas the Banking and Finance Commission, under the 
Chairmanship of Lord MacMillan, among other things unanim- 
ously recommended that provision for short term and _ inter- 
mediate credit was necessary to meet the requirements of agri-

The evidence of Mr. Ted Sundal of Taber showed fairly satis- 
factory conditions prevailing due mainly to: 


1. The low original capital costs. 

2. Suitability of area with regard to soil and climate. 

3. The large area allotted to sugar beet production. 
Magrath— 

Regarding the Magrath system Mr. Bridges representing the 
contract holders gave evidence to the effect that the contract 
holders were unable to meet the present charges. Negotiations 
are at present under way between the C.P.R. on one hand and the 
contract holders on the other in order to bring about an adjust- 
ment of annual rates. We suggest that a further report of these 
negotiations be submitted to the Committee at the next Session. 


LETHBRIDGE NORTHERN 


The payment of irrigation rates at the present time divides 
itself into three categories, viz., annual payments on contracts, 
arrears of loans and service charges, and the current charge for 
operation and maintenance of the project. 


Regarding the two first mentioned charges, the evidence of 
the witnesses indicated that the settlers were at present not able 
unassisted to care for the service charges, without considering 
payments on the capital indebtedness, however small these pay- 
ments might be made. In view of this evidence, and as admitted 
by the witnesses appearing on behalf of the settlers, the only 
available policy to be adopted at this time is that suggested by 
the Colonization Manager, viz.: 


That the annual payment on contracts, arrears of loans and 
service charges be taken care of in the following manner: 


1. To alter existing contracts for the extinguishment of water 
right payments and contracts for sale of lands with water right 
payments extinguished so that the due date for each of the re- 
quired payments under these contracts shall be advanced four 
years without interest; the first of the said payments to fall due 
November 30th, 1936. 


2. That any land or water right payments made prior to the 
30th day of November, 1935 shall be applied wholly towards the 
payment of principal due under the said contracts with no charge 
for interest. 
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3. That the Colonization Manager be authorized to enter 
into agreement with water users to whom money was advanced 
by way of loan prior to April 1st, 1931, under the provisions 
of the Colonization Act for the consolidation of the debts as of 
March 31st, 1931, and the payment of the same in annual in- 
stalments over a term of years without further interest. 


4. Regarding Operation and Maintenance charges your sub- 
committee holds very firmly to the opinion that a rigid distinction 
must continue to be maintained between payment of these service 
charges and those on capital indebtedness. Costs of operation and 
maintenance are clearly and definitely an obligation resting solely 
on the District. The Government cannot be expected to adopt a 
permanent policy of assistance in caring for these. As early as 
possible, the District should be expected to assume complete re- 
sponsibility for its own costs of operation and maintenance. 


For 1934 we recommend that these charges be met by a con- 
tinuation of a policy along the lines of the crop share plan now 
being followed by the Colonization management. 


We recommend the setting up of an independent committee 
of three to investigate or examine into conditions in the Monarch 
and Macleod irrigation units with regard to seepage and alkali 
and the adaptability for irrigation purposes, keeping in view 
possible reclassification of lands. 


Your committee has examined the evidence presented regard- 
ing the accumulation of tax arrears, seed and feed liens outstand- 
ing, and the difficulties of School Boards in collecting their taxes, 
and of keeping schools in operation. 


And we have reached the conclusion that it is difficult to 
separate these problems from that of irrigation payments. 


We therefore recommend that an official of the Education 
Department and a representative of the Department of Municipal 
Affairs be appointed to co-operate with the Colonization Manager 
in making an intensive study of these questions and be asked to © 
suggest to the Lieutenant Governor in Council such measures as 
they deem advisable for dealing with them, as well as methods 
calculated to secure the utmost efficiency in collection of taxes 
and irrigation rates. 


NEw WEST 


We are of the opinion that in so far as the New West Irriga- 
tion System is concerned that sufficient evidence was not sub- 
mitted to arrive at a conclusion. 


We would recommend that the Irrigation Council investigate 
conditions prevailing in that area and submit a report at the 
next Session of the House. 


We further suggest that some definite steps be taken by the 
Colonization Branch to bring the land in the project into better 
production. 

The evidence submitted indicated that the success of the irri- 
gation projects is largely dependent at present on the develop- 
ment of the sugar beet industry. 
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In view of the far-reaching importance of this industry to 
the general business structure of the community, we urge that 
every effort be continued in the development of the sugar beet 
industry toward the establishment of additional factory facilities 
and increased markets. 


In addition we recommend that immediate study be made 
toward securing every available market for other products best 
suited to be grown on irrigation areas such as: 

1. Canning products. 

2. Alfalfa hay and products. 

3. Utilization of feeds through feeding of live stock and 

dairying. 


We strongly urge that this market study be undertaken at the 
earliest possible moment by the Bureau of Trade and Industry 
working in co-operation with the project management.

Your Committee is of the opinion that while the evidence 
given disclosed the weaknesses of the present system and the 
necessity for controlled Social Credit, it did not offer any prac- 
ticable plan for adoption in Alberta under the existing constitu- 
tional condition. 

Major Douglas recognized this and urged that a thorough 
_ study be made, first, to arrive at a definite objective and second, 
to get a clear idea of the obstacles to be overcome and the limi- 
tations to be removed in order to clear the way, and the best 
method of procedure to secure results. 

The evidence given has been carefully taken down and it 
contains much interesting information. 

Your Committee begs to recommend that this evidence be 
printed and made available for distribution as a valuable factor 
for the information of the public on the subject of Social Credit. 

In addition, we recommend that the Publicity Commissioner 
be instructed to summarize the salient points and index the evi- 
dence of this enquiry for the convenience of the public.

Resolved, That this Legislature is of the opinion that the

in its relation to returned soldiers; and that such solution to be 
effective should, among other things, provide: 


(a) That work be provided for those who are able to work, at 
wages sufficient to meet Canadian standards of living; in 
the event of there being no work procurable, that provision 
be made for their accommodation and adequate relief in 
separate hostels or the quarters provided under Section 
(b) hereof ; 

(6) That properly equipped living quarters in colonies or 
groups be supplied with sufficient grounds attached for 
gardens or other use for those unable, through mental or 
physical disabilities, to do hard work; such colonies or 
groups to be locally self-governed within the limits of 
necessary government supervision, and that such disabled 
men be furnished with medical care. 


2. That it is highly desirable that the ex-service single men 
on relief should be provided with an additional meal per day. In 
order that this may be done without dislocating existing schedules 
in general use, it is suggested that a contribution be made jointly 
by the Provincial and Dominion Governments to the funds of the 
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Red Cross Society to cover the cost of such extra meal, with a 
request that the Society make the necessary arrangements, this 
extra meal to be provided immediately pending a settlement as 
to a contribution by the Dominion Government. 


3. That the Provincial Government be asked to instruct its 
relief department for a more generous issue of clothing to be 
made to single ex-service men and that the outer garments be 
of such a character as will sustain the morale and self-respect 
of our veterans in all their social relationships. 


4. That this Assembly endorse the request made by the re- 
turned men that medical, dental and hospital services be made 
available to those on relief, together with regular medical super- 
vision at the buildings where the unemployed ex-service men are 
housed. That in the opinion of this Legislature the doctors em- 
ployed locally by the Dominion Government for other work could 
usefully co-operate in this matter and that a conference should 
be arranged with the Provincial Minister of Health for the pur- 
pose of organizing this vital but somewhat neglected phase of 
our relief problem and that the whole question of responsibility 
for health services to the unemployed be dealt with at the next 
inter-provincial conference. 


5. That any work programme financed wholly or partly by 
Government funds, should contain a proviso requiring the em- 
ployment of small pensioners in all jobs suitable for them and 
that this principle should receive serious consideration in connec- 
tion with any Government regulation of private enterprises that 
may become necessary. 


6. That this Assembly endorse the request of the Returned 
Men’s Committee for rent allowances to home-owners on relief 
and recommend that representations be made to the Governments 
concerned. 


7. That this Assembly endorse the principle that voting privi- 
lege in provincial and dominion elections should be permitted to 
all ex-service men who may be in camps at the time of elections 
and will press for such a proviso to be placed in the Alberta and 
Dominion Election Acts. 


8. That where an ex-soldier is in receipt of a pension not 
exceeding $10 per month, this Assembly is of the opinion that 
such pension should not be taken into consideration when grant- 
ing relief allowances. 


9. That this Assembly suggests that the thanks of this com- 
mittee be extended to the Alberta Provincial Chapter I.0.D.E. 
for the attendance of their local president and secretary, and 
for their co-operation in the purposes of this committee. 


10. That in as much as it is recognized that the above recited 
recommendations can only be carried into effect by the joint 
action of the Dominion and the Province, the Government should 
at as early a date as possible discuss the same with the Federal 
Government, 


11. That this Assembly is of the opinion that this resolution 
and the recommendations made herein would be more energet- 
ically and understandingly promoted if one or more ex-service 
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members were selected from the Legislature of Alberta—and 
from as many other provincial legislatures as are willing to co- 
operate—to accompany our Ministers to the next inter-provincial 
conference.

Mr. MacLachlan, Chairman of the Redistribution Committee, 
presented the following report: 


Mr. Speaker: 


I beg to present the following report of a Committee appointed 
pursuant to a resolution passed at the last Session of the Legis- 
lature, which is as follows: 

“That before the next general election consideration should 
be given to the number of constituencies, as well as the boundaries 
thereof in order that proper and equitable representation in this 
Assembly may be effected on a reasonable basis of cost; be it 
therefore 


“Resolved, That a Committee of this Assembly consisting of 
not more than ten members be appointed by Mr. Speaker for the 
purpose of considering Schedule ‘A’ of the Legislative Assembly 
Act and to recommend to this Assembly the extent to which the 
number of existing constituencies should be reduced, and the 
boundaries of such constituencies as may be recommended, and 
that such Committee do invite and consider recommendations 
from the public during the intermission until the next Session of 
this Legislature, at which time it shall report its findings to this 
Assembly.” 


The Committee held its first regular meeting on June 26th, 
1933, to consider the terms of the resolution. At that meeting 
the Secretary submitted statistical information showing the popu- 
lation of each constituency as given in the 1926 and 1931 Domin- 
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ion census returns with such other information as he considered 
useful to the Committee. The statistics showed that there had 
been an increase in the population of this Province from 1926 
to 1931 of one hundred and forty thousand, and further that 
there had been an increase of population in each constituency 
with the exception of Didsbury, which showed a decrease of 
eighty. The greater proportion of the increase took place in the 
northern part of the Province. 

The Committee had inserted in all of the daily newspapers 
in this Province, an advertisement inviting the public to forward 
to the Committee within a certain date, any recommendations 
they cared to make with respect to redistribution, and further 
that the Committee would supply any information in their pos- 
session which would be of assistance in preparing recommenda- 
tions. No recommendations were received from the public or 
from any organization as a result of that advertisement. Sub- 
sequently, however, we received several recommendations from 
the Peace River District which in effect were that the District 
of Peace River should have additional representation. 

The Committee had prepared a number of tentative proposals, 
having in mind the terms of the resolution under which they were 
appointed. The proposals were considered at several meetings 
without arriving at a decision. Meetings were continued during 
the Session in the hope that a decision could be arrived at, but it 
became apparent at our final meeting that no agreement could 
be reached. 

As Chairman of the Committee, I therefore, beg to report 
that the Committee were unable to reach an agreement.

(a) That work be provided for those who are able to work, at 
wages sufficient to meet Canadian standards of living; in 
the event of there being no work procurable, that provision 
be made for their accommodation and adequate relief in 
separate hostels or the quarters provided under Section 
(b) hereof ; 

(6b) That properly equipped living quarters in colonies or 
groups be supplied with sufficient grounds attached for 
gardens or other use for those unable, through mental or 
physical disabilities, to do hard work; such colonies or 
groups to be locally self-governed within the limits of 
necessary government supervision, and that such disabled 
men be furnished with medical care. 


2. That it is highly desirable that the ex-service single men 
on relief should be provided with an additional meal per day. In 
order that this may be done without dislocating existing schedules 
in general use, it is suggested that a contribution be made jointly 
by the Provincial and Dominion Governments to the funds of the 
Red Cross Society to cover the cost of such extra meal, with a 
request that the Society make the necessary arrangements, this 
extra meal to be provided immediately pending a settlement as 
to a contribution by the Dominion Government. 


3. That the Provincial Government be asked to instruct its 
relief department for a more generous issue of clothing to be 
made to single ex-service men and that the outer garments be 
of such a character as will sustain the morale and self-respect 
of our veterans in all their social relationships. 


4, That the Government consider the request made by the re- 
turned men that medical, dental and hospital services be made 
available to those on relief, together with regular medical super- 
vision at the buildings where the unemployed ex-service men are 
housed. That in the opinion of this Legislature the doctors em- 
ployed locally by the Dominion Government for other work could 
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usefully co-operate in this matter and that a conference should 
be arranged with the Provincial Minister of Health for the pur- 
pose of organizing this vital but somewhat neglected phase of 
our relief problem and that the whole question of responsibility 
for health services to the unemployed be dealt with at the next 
inter-provincial conference. 


5. That any work programme financed wholly or partly by 
Government funds, should contain a proviso requiring the em- 
ployment of small pensioners in all jobs suitable for them and 
that this principle should receive serious consideration in connec- 
tion with any Government regulation of private enterprises that 
may become necessary. 


6. That the Government considers the request of the Returned 
Men’s Committee for rent allowances to home-owners on relief 
and recommend that representations be made to the Governments 
concerned. 


7. That this Assembly endorse the principle that voting privi- 
lege in provincial and dominion elections should be permitted to 
all ex-service men who may be in camps at the time of elections 
and will press for such a proviso to be placed in the Alberta and 
Dominion Election Acts. 


8. That where an ex-soldier is in receipt of a pension not 
exceeding $10 per month, this Assembly considers that such 
pension should not be taken into consideration when granting 
relief allowances. 


9. That this Assembly suggests that the thanks of this com- 
mittee be extended to the Alberta Provincial Chapter I.0.D.E. 
for the attendance of their local president and secretary, and 
for their co-operation in the purposes of this committee. 


10. That inasmuch as it is recognized that the above recited 
recommendations can only be carried into effect by the joint 
action of the Dominion and the Province, the Government should 
at as early a date as possible discuss the same with the Federal 
Government. 


11. That this Assembly is of the opinion that this resolution 
and the recommendations made herein would be more energet- 
ically and understandingly promoted if one or more ex-service 
members were selected from the Legislature of Alberta—and 
from as many other provincial legislatures as are willing to co- 
operate—to accompany our Ministers to the next inter-provincial 
conference.
